2. Status of Claims: 

Claims 10-23 and 25-27are pending. 
Claims 1-9 and 24 are canceled. 

3. Allowable Subject Matter. 

Claims 10-23 and 25-27 are pending and have been allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowance: 

Independent claims 10, 25 and 26 and their dependent claims 11-23, and 27 

respectively are allowed because the closes prior art of record and references of 
Stademann et al (6,415,156; in view of Chelliah et al (5,710,887) and Willner et al 
(2002/0065736) in any combination failed to teach or render obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art: 

adding the customer's temporary IP address as customer identification: 
allowing the customer to review said transaction data and select a payment 
option; 
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Art Unit: 3692 

sending the transaction data, as a customer message to the payment 
gateway; said transaction data having been received by the customer from the 
provider; 

synchronizing said provider and customer messages in the payment 
gateway ; 

comparing said provider and customer messages to determine whether 
they match . 

determining and checking the customer's Mobile Subscriber Integrated 
Services Digital Network (MSISDN) number and customer information on the 
basis of the customer's IP address; and 

performing a deduction from the minipayment account online if said 
provider and customer message match .
